Correct Prices on the Wrappers 


In adjusting the public’s mind to pay the 
increased prices on books, it is important 
that no steps should be omitted to make th 
matter easy and without too much friction 
at the point of contact with the customer. 

The public has become used to having ths 
hook prices printed on the backs or on the 
covers of the books. When books are raised 
in price and the printed figures are not 
changed, the public inevitably gets the im- 
pression that the retailer is profiteering. If 
the book is one that has been raised in 
price since the retailer bought it, it would 
seem well to be careful that this price-mark 


is cut out from the wrapper. If the price 
was changed before it left the publisher’s 
hands, the publisher should certainly take 
every care that the incorrect printed price is 


eliminated, 
retailer's 


so that it may not appear on the 
counter to embarrass the sale. 


Typo Book Trade Statistics for 1918 


The following annual statistics for the re- 
tail book-trade for 1918 have been compiled 
by The Typo Mercantile Agency. These 
figures are slightly in excess of the totals of 
1917 in every direction.

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A LIBRARY BOOTH IN A BOOKSTORE 


By Gertrude Andrus, Superintendent of the Children’s Department, 
Seattle Public Library 


About six weeks before Christmas all good 
librarians feel their souls filled with a burn- 
ing zeal to induce people to buy books as 
gifts, to buy the right kind of books, and to 
buy the books best suited to the needs of 
the recipient. ‘hese symptoms are evident 
in most librarians during the year but be- 
come particularly violent during the holidays 
and are most pronounced in the variety of 
librarian who works with children. 

In her work the children’s librarian sees 
clearly the harm done by indiscriminate book 
buying, for the children’s room reflects im- 
mediately the demand for more books in the 
“series” which Christmas gifts have “started,” 
and she desires earnestly to turn to better 
account the time, money, and mentality which 
are squandered on the trivial and ill-selected 
books that so often find their way into the 
children’s hands via Santa Claus. 

Some libraries have voiced their protest 
against this waste thru the publication of 
purchase lists and the display at Christmas 
time of recommended books. A few have 
even gone so far as to take orders for the 
books recommended, turning the orders over 
to local book dealers who deliver the book 
directly to the purchaser. ; 

But even at best the library reaches in 
this way only a few hundred of the people 
who buy children’s books at Christmas time 
and those who do visit the library’s exhibit 
are of the type who instinctively take pains 
with the selection of their books. There are 
thousands who go to the shops with no de- 
finite idea of what they want save that it 1s 
for a girl of ten or that it must cost not 
more than fifty cents, and there are other 
thousands whose standard of selection de- 
mands only that a child’s book shall be large, 
with many bright pictures, no matter how 
imbecile the reading matter. All of these 
people would be glad to buy the better books 
were they brought to their attention in a 
compelling manner, for no one will willingly 
give a child the second best when the best 
is easily obtainable. All that is necessary 
is a guide post to the best, placed where all 
must bump against it. : 

The Seattle Public Library has felt for 
years that its Christmas display of books 
was a long way from any thorofare where 
there was much chance of bumping, and 
several years ago it suggested to three ot 
the local book dealers that they make a 
specialty of the books recommended by the 
library and that they accept the services of 
a library assistant for certain hours of the 
day during the holidays as an adviser to 
those people who desired special attention. 
Two of these stores found themselves unable 
to avail themselves of the library’s offer. 
The third store accepted. This was the Bon 
Marché, a large department store with a

| continuously in the 


book department doing an enormous business 
Christmas time and specializing in the 
cheaper grade of children’s books. 

During the past holiday season the co- 
operation of the store and the library has 
heen productive of particularly good results, 
from both the merchandising and the social 

‘1vice standpoints. In two weeks the store 
sold about $2,500 worth of books, using a 
floor space seven by twelve feet and the time 
of one. salesperson. The library had the 
satisfaction of knowing that hundreds of 
people went away with better books than 
they might otherwise have chosen, and that 
the books selected were suited to the age 
and taste of the child who was to receive 
them. That people were satisfied is evidenced 
by the fact that there were no exchanges made 
after Christmas, altho the store allowed 
three days during which this might be done. 

The head of the book department was found 
to be willing to order titles suggested by the 
library and library assistants were permitted 
to take from the book stock anything they 
wished for the booth devoted to their use. 
This booth was prominently placed and well 
placarded with signs announcing that these 
were “Books recommended by the Seattle 
Public Library,” and the fact that a library 
assistant was in attendance was widely ad- 
vertised in the daily papers. 

The representative of the store who was 
booth was a young 
woman, a university graduate, connected with 
the store’s Educational Department. It was 
her interest and enthusiasm, as well as her 
ability as a saleswoman, which gave the effort 
this year such a large measure of success 
and linked the enterprise thoroly to the 
store’s interests, so that no one looked on it 
as a “high-brow” venture grafted on from 
the outside. 

The sales force of the book department 
constantly brought customers to the library’s 
hooth and came themselves for suggestions 
concerning the selling points of particular 
hooks as well as for advice as to what titles 
to suggest for children of a certain age. The 
head of the department directed that the sales 
force turn over to the library booth all cus- 
tomers whom they were unable to satisfy 
and in most cases their needs were met. 

Perhaps the most striking point in the 
whole situation is the fact that all of the ex- 
pensive and well-illustrated books were sold 
and practically all of the books urged by 
the library, while there remained in stock 
at the close of the holiday rush a very large 
number of the cheaper and poorer grade of 
hooks. 

The Christmas exhibit of gift books held in 
the library building will never be abandoned, 
for it has proved to be an admirable way of 
advertising the library’s resources. It has not, 
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however, proved to be a good way to influence 
the book purchases of any large number oi 
people. The type of person whose book pur- 
chase the library particularly wants to in- 
fluence is the person who is not an habitual 
library user. And moreover, the right 
ment to exert that influence is when the book 
is on the counter and the coin is in the hand.

LESSON XIII—STANDARD AMERICAN 
POETS 


The standard English and A'merican poets 
come in several excellent editions which are 
complete and accurate in text, and are thoro- 
ly edited with notes. The best of these edi- 
tions for American poets are the Household 
and the Cambridge Poets of Houghton, Mif- 
flin, the Astor and the Gladstone series of 
Crowell, and the Everyman’s and the Muses’ 
Library of Dutton. The English poets are 
published not only in these editions but also 
in the Macmillan Globe Poets and in the 
Oxford Poets, both of which series are de- 
voted exclusively to English poets. There 
are three other series in which only two or 
three of the American poets on this list are 
represented: the Oxford Standard Authors 
series includes Bryant, Emerson and Lowell; 
the Oxford World’s Classics includes Whit- 
tier and Longfellow; and the Scribner series 
of Modern Poets includes Poe and Lanier. 

The advantage of having one-volume edi- 
tions of our standard poets incurs the dis- 
advantage of a two-column page. In the 
case of our more prolific poets, compactness 
and completeness necessitate small type and 
double columns. The divided page is a typo- 
graphical abomination. One has only to 
turn, in a volume of Longfellow, from the 
full line pages of Evangeline to the divided 
pages in other parts of the same volume to 
see what the lines lose by constant hyphena- 
tion. The two-column page does of course 
more injury to poetry than to prose. When 
the line, which is the unit of the poetical 
form, is dissected, a misshapen appearance 
is given to the whole. A comparison of the 
undivided page of a magazine like the Un- 
popular Review or the Yale Review with the 
two-column page of the Atlantic Monthly 
will show that even in prose the short, broken 
line is a discomfort to the eye.

(Bryant is known as “the father of American 
song.” His most famous poem is of course 
Thanatopsis, the title being a compound of two 
Greek words meaning “a meditation on death.”’

(By many people Emerson is considered to be 
our greatest poet and by them his poetry is 
naturally given a higher value than his prose. 
To other people Emerson’s poems are only his 
essays in yerse. Emerson regarded himself as 
“more of a poet than anything else,” and wrote 
his verse for himself without regard for an 
audience. For this reason his poems seem more 
spontaneous than his essays, and many critics 
agree with Boynton’s “American Poetry” that ‘‘we 
come closer to the real Emerson in his verse.” 
Mr. Brownell in “American Prose Masters” spe.ks 
of the Poems as ‘a kind of intimate reverbera- 
tion” of the Essays. “They are largely Emer- 
son’s communion with himself, as the Essays 
are his communication with the world.” ‘“Amer- 
ican Poetry” has listed some dozen essays and 
poems which should be read together for the 
full understanding of each. It would seem that 
a “parallel’? Emerson would be a very desirable 
arrangement, in which kindred essays and poems 
could be read side by side for their mutual 
elucidation. 

Emerson’s poetry is the poetry of a thinker 
and is full of wisdom. It is nearly always 
short, lyrical, and meditative. He has written 
more famous single lines than any other Amer- 
ican poet. His aphoristic tendency makes him our 
most quotable poet. Stedman in “Poets of Amer- 
ica” says of Emerson: “In that gift for ‘saying 
things,’ so notable in Pope and Tennyson, he is 
the chief of American poets.’’)

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MAKING GOOD IN THE NEW ERA 
A Page of Ideas and Suggestions for the Retail Bookseller 


Information Business Men Want 


A recent canvass carried on among its mem- 
bers by an enterprising club in: Cleveland, 
Ohio, brought interesting results as to the 
subjects which claim the business man’s atten- 
tion in these post-war days. Twenty popular 
topics ranging from reconstruction to writing 
letters were listed and each man was re- 
quested to make five choices, giving his indi- 
vidual preferences. From the 419 answers re- 
ceived, it is readily apparent that an unusual 
degree of interest now centers in reconstruc- 
tion problems and matters relating to Gov- 
ernment activities. Subjects dealing with 
after-the-war conditions in their relation to 
business and finance are uppermost in the 
thoughts of all business men at the present, 
and it is a progressive bookseller who takes 
the hint given by this Cleveland club and lays 
in a stock of well-selected books dealing with 
all phases of these problems of the day. 


The Bookish Books 

The bookseller in Ohio who is reported as 
having sold fifty copies this season of New- 
ton’s “The Amenities of Book Collecting” is 
building a good foundation for future busi- 
ness, as the people spending a few pleasant 
hours in such an atmosphere of bookishness 
are bound to become more enthusiastic fre- 
quenters of the bookstores and more valuable 
supporters. Morley’s “Parnassus on Wheels,” 
Lowell’s “Tendencies of Modern American 
Poetry,” Hutton’s “Talks in a Library” are 
others of the type of book that help the book- 
store by increasing the love of books. 


Criticism Sought and Paid For 


All booksellers working with the idea of the 
best service to the greatest number are always 
appreciative of commendation, and are ready 
to listen to the voice of constructive criticism. 
But whether they really welcome suggestions 
or not depends on their ability to consider 
their work greater than themselves. 

One firm, Newbegin’s, of San Francisco, 
recently demonstrated that it belonged in this 
superior class, for it not only welcomed criti- 
cism but it actually solicited it. Anxious to 
learn what the librarians of California 
thought of the service offered in the book- 
store, Newbegin’s offered a prize of ten dol- 
lars for the best letter written by a librarian 
telling frankly, but kindly, in just what ways 
its service could be improved. Many of the 
replies contained helpful, stimulating ideas, 
and the prize-winning letter itself was so full 
of constructive criticism that we take the op- 
portunity of quoting quite freely from it, 
knowing that it undoubtedly will prove help- 
ful to other progressive members of the trade. 

Librarians in criticising the book-dealer 
must decide just what points are essential to 
good service and to which of them they are 














legitimately entitled. In the words of the 
prize-winning librarian, these points are enu- 
merated as follows: 

When direct questions are asked as to books, 
prices or any information whatever, we should _ like 
to feel that an answer will be received within a 
reasonable length of time. 

We like to feel that we may ask these ques- 


ns—whether they be of editions, reference ques- 
tions, forthcoming publications or any query about 
hich the bookdealer may have more authentic 
nowledge than we. 
3. We, at ail times, wish to receive our bills with 
shipment r as soon thereafter as_ possible. 
t+. We like the firm to conform as nearly as pos- 
sible with our custom as to billing—always alpha- 
hetized and with serial number; in duplicate or 
lica as requested. 
V like to feel that the firm is ready and

Jackets 


We care not who reads a nation’s books 
as long as we can read the jackets. Now- 
adays, no jacket, no book. It is the gaudily 
dressed barker who stands outside of the 
thought-shop and howls his wares at you— 
tridently, in yellow; appealingly, in blue; 
luringly, in white; threateningly, in red. 

We know a man who spends whole days in 
a big Fifth avenue book store reading the 
jackets on the books. He says if he went 
to the Public Library he’d have to read the 
book, as there they peel off all jackets. But 
in the big book store he has found the Seven- 
Leagued Boot of Knowledge. He knows all 
about all books by observing jackets. He 
confesses to have read the jackets on 7,402 
war books. He knows all about Theodore 
Dreiser, Joseph Hergesheimer and Amy Low- 
ell by reading the press notices about their 
books on the back of the jackets of their latest 
works. 

The jacket is still in its infancy, like the 
movie. Whoever first conceived the idea got 
hold of something of which he did not know 
the value and future importance. The jacket 
is becoming more and more literary, and 
Wells and Shaw and Huneker, we understand, 
receive fabulous prices for writing jackets. 

Jacket collecting will be the next craze. 
Private libraries will disappear and give place 
to jacket files. Men will pay enormous prices 
for jackets in years to come, as they collect 
rare objects now. There may be even, some day, 
be a Metropolitan Museum of Jackets, a 
Louvre whose walls will be hung with curious 
and artistic book coverings. 

Pity the French! In their yellow-backs, 
which have circulated thruout the world by 
the millions, there is only literature. The 
French have no jackets on their books! One 
has really got to read these books to know 
what is in them. Ah, but wait! They are 
going to change all that. And we predict that 
you will live to see Bibles with a jacket, by 
Billy Sunday—New York Sun.
